Wilson's Ufe in Jeopardy. 


' David Wilson, the oonfeswd boree tbief 
and barn burner, again looms up for pub- 
h'o mention. He stole a horse fromDoaty 
Patterson's barn at Sullivan, set fire to 
the barn to hide the theft, HD<! disap- 
peared. The fire destrojed 83,000 woith 
of property, besides burning alive 10 head 
of horses. The other day Wilson wae 
captured at Jacksonville, and lodged in 
the Tecatur jail, for it was known that he 
would be lynched if taken to Sullivan at 
that time. Friday last the officers took 
Wilson to Sullivan, but Saturday night 
it was learned that a mob of 75 of the 
wont element of Sullivan wai organizing 
to break down the jail doors and hang 
the prisoner. It was a critical time and 
called for prompt action, and so the offi- 
cers there slipped the prisoner out of a 
rear door, placed him in a carriage and 
drove to Deoatur with him. They arrived 
Sunday morning and Wilson is again be- 
hind the bars in the county jail. W. M. 
Marshal, deputy sheriff of Moultrie coun- 
ty, and John Kirkbride, the city marshal 
of Sullivan, brought the prisoner to 
Deoatnr. 
They returned home in the 


carriage Sunday evening. Wilson will be 
kept here until some time next week, 
when he will be returned to Sullivan and 
stand up before Judge Smith to receive 
his sentence to the penitentiary for a long 
term of years. Court begins at Sullivan 
to-day, and the grand jury will attend to 
the Wilson ease at once. Mr, Patterson 
had his property insured for 81700,

A Letter From California. 


It is not easy for a person lo form a correct 


dea of Southern California without visiting 
1, and even then a hasty tour, (hough instruo- 
Ive, la apt to be misleading In man? particu- 
lars, unless accompanied by the closest obser- 
vation and the most diligent Inquiry. 


It Is a land of novelties, In topography, oil- 


mate water, soil and products; It has Ita own 
teoullar character. There Is a strange ming- 
ing of mountains and plains, hills and val- 
ers, garden! and deserts, and then unusual 
and unexpected combinations are ever ready 
to Interest the intelligent observer and to eon- 
nse the careless sight-seer. Climate and sea- 
sons an unlike anything In theBastern states. 
The weather may be said to "let one alone." 
Physically put. It Is always exciting wonder 
and study The rivers have been aptly de* 
scribed M "stream* bottom side up." Even 
when the waters are not diverted for Irrlgat- 
hg purposes, their channels f 01 a large part 
of the year are dry. Hlddsn streams are al- 
most always flowing through strata of sand 
ind gravel beneath the dry water courses. 
Nature assumes many unusual phases In 
his stango land. Squirrels live In the ground 
and rats in trees; birds sing all winter and 
flowers are never out o* blossom. The forces 
of nature have no common season of rett, 
some taking a little sleep In summer, and oth- 
eis In winter 


Wh le the Beml-troptc land differs from all 


other lands, It has perhaps tuore marked diffei- 
ence within itself Los Angeles oounty alone 
msfar more variety in soil, climate and sce- 
nery than Is iound in an area of many times 
as large in Ihe East: and it would not be very 
'ar from Iho truth to say that its variety of 
actual pioduets is as great as tbat ID all the 
states bordering on the Atlantic Neighbor- 
hoods not more than live miles apart differ 
wldelj in climate, soli, water supply, people 
and their products are frequently as diverse 
as those of Illinois and Florida. Paradena 
and El Monte are both In the San Gabriel Vnl- 
.ey and not more tban six miles apart, yet 
they tre unlike In almost every particular, 
except sunshine and the view of the moun- 
tain. Paradena Is devoted to fruits, El Monte 
to ganeial farming 
Paradena is "country in 


the city," El Monte is country straight. Par- 
adena Is composed of northern and eastern 
people, El Monte of southern and western. 


Indeed the entire country Is much like Ja- 


cob's cattla, "ring-streaked, speckled and spot; 
ted " And as that feature was no detriment to 
thecattlo, so It is nothing against the coun- 
try, but It is a difficulty in tne way of describ- 
ing it to a stranger. 


Published letters concerning the country 


are abundant; some of them are excellent. 
All aip probably honestly written, misleading 
nevertheless Some are mere gushes of admi- 
ration, and some are attempts at romance 
writing Itiseasy to say much about South- 
era California, Hut difficult to say it so as to be 
clearly undei stood. 'Ihe most truthful things 
published about the country are perhaps those 
written liy the people who Me hero 
Profes- 
sionals are apt to be vague 
From January to December the wea her is 
such that work can be carried on out of doors 
with oomfort all the year'round. 'J here is In 
lact no sharply defined seasons. The great 
charm of the climate is its evenings. Spring, 
summer aud winter blend Imperceptibly into 
each other, and all through the winter flowers 
and fruits flourlshluxuiioualy There are in 
all perhaps about six or eight "spells" each 
year, of one or two weeks duiatiim, called 
"hot spells." These are usually in May, June, 
September and October But then the cool- 
ness of tbe nights must be kept in mind, and 
the lact that these spells are sandwiched bv 
long spellsof even temperature in autumn 
and winter, the nights aud mornings are chilly 
and flrefl are pleasant. 
The valleys near Los Angeles are favorite 
resorts f"r invalids aftttcte<1 wilh lung and 
throat diseases 
I can conceive of no more 
delightful Invalids hnme, for climate, scenery 
and society, thai. Paiadena the base of the 
Sierra Madre about eighr miles from Angeles 
For mi es tbe settlement stretches along the 
base of the mountains embosomed in avenuos 
of ewoalyplus, Monterey cypress, Lombard? 
poplar, pepper or walnut trees, and laid out 
in 5,1C or ill-acre lots on which are cultivated, 
to the last pitch of perfection, oranges, olives, 
limes, lemons, almonds, figs, pears, peaches, 
apricots and walnuts—all representing a 
grow th »f only seven years. 
The two leading industries of the country 
perhaps are orange growing and raisin mak- 
ing There is a lasolnation in the very name 
of' an orange grove," and to Ihe newcomer 
wro has made up bis mind back in his eastern 
home, an otange grove Is the dream of his 
f oldest hope. And well It may be, for no 
more beautiful tree grows Now tho fruit is 
green, or where it is yellow it is prematurely 
ripened. In the orchard of a friend, with 
whom I passed a few days, I saw several treea 
the fruit of which had ucaily all turned orange 
This wilh tbe light green of the new growth 
mingled with the rich, dark, almost olive 
jreen of the old haves, piesented indeed a 
lovely sight Tho orange s ason dops not 
come on until February, although thete will 
be much ripened fruit before tbat tiino 
A vast majority of the grapes grown are 
converted into raisins The friend above re- 
ferred to icsldes at tbe little oityol Orange, 
and is laigoly interested in raisin making He 
not only raises them, but buys ami packs and 
ships east a large share of the crop of the val- 
ley. The process of raisin making is verj 
simple. 
The grapes are gatheied spread 
out on trays about a yard square, and left 
tight out in tbe vineyard to dry From two to 
three weeks are notded to dry them If the 
rains do not come on then, they are put loose- 
ly In boxes about tlie size of a cracker box and 
loft In the packing house f'>r a few days to 
sweat. Theyaieiben ready for packing anl 
are packed by band layer by layer, a press 
being applied as each layer is finished 
The 
raisin yield of my friend's twenty acre vine- 
yard was about 1000 twenty-pound boxes. The 
profit from oranges per acre Is much greater. 
There are few places where one can get such 
value for his money as In and around Loa 
Angeles Especially i- this true of the invisi- 
ble, intangible, and yet appreciable commod- 
ity known as sight seeing. The city is not. very 
large, but it is one of those places where time 
flea unnoticed Los Ang«les is not, as Is com- 
monly supposed, situate on the Paclfl coast. 
While it ranks as a sea-port town, it Is in fact 
twenty miles from the ouein, with railroad 
connection In extent style of business build 
Ings, beautiful homes, number of churches, 
efficiency of schools, and handsome streets. It 
Is tbe enual of Decatur, although claiming a 
population of 30,000. It Is, however, with tho 
single exception of San Jpse, the finest lighted 
and fastest growing town in tbe state. 
The question is anted, perbaps Can a po >r 
man witb a family succeed on a small farm? 
Yes, if he is possessed of tlio necessary plut,k 
and Industry. Thousands of persons seek this 
state with the erroneous idea that tbey can 
secure mines or farms without working for 
them, or that tbey can attain wealth bj sp< cu- 
latinn. ".Ne'er-du-wellb1' and others who want 
easy work and bigb wages come here witb the 
hope that in this land of sunshine and flowers, 
prolific soil and diversified pioducts, they will 
surely succeed, but hev are disappointed and 
blame tho country for their failure Success 
Is us difficult of attainment here as in an> oih- 
er part of thecounuy; but tbe same energies 
devoted here as elsewhere in the effort to gain 
a competency will doubtless meet with equal 
success 
,,

Rested a bouquet and we were going to call on

•will not hesitate to lie about it after- 
wards." Mr. St. John will never be 
able to convince the public that he 
did not "plow with the Democratic 
heifer." 


IN Baltimore, where a Democratic 


mob attacked the first Union regi- 
ment that marched through the city 
to the defense of Washington and 
the Government in 1861, Democratic 
roughs are now assaulting and in- 
sulting the Republican office-holders 
of that city on the public streets.

Some OloBe Elections. 


CMcaao Trfbunt. 


There have been several close elec- 


tions in this country in the past, but 
in no case were they accompanied 
by appeals to violence or threats of 
killing and incendiarism such as 
have been made by the National 
Democratic Committee and Demo- 
cratic organs and speakers pending 
the'reenlt of the recent election. 
-V Iff 1839 Edward Everett was de- 
feated for Governor of Massachu- 
setts by 2 majority. 
Although a 


change, ol one vote would have 
havethrown the election into the 
Whig Legislature and elected Ever 
ett, there WM "no trouble over the 
count and no bulldozing. 


In 1840 Pennsylvania only gave 


Harrison 349 majority over Van 
Buren on the official count. The 
vote was counted and certified, and 
the electoral vote given to Harrison, 
but Van Buren did not boast that he 
was elected, nor did his friends 
threaten any act of violence. 


In 1844 Polk lost Tennessee, his 


native State, by the official count of 
113 majority, and although it was a 
eore blow to him he did not appeal 
to B mob, nor did his friends urge 
"killing and explanations 
after- 


wards." 
, 
In 1848 Johnson was elected Gov- 


ernor over Longstreth in Pennsyl- 
vania by 305 majority on the official 
count, and, although there was a bit- 
ter feeling between the "Whigs and 
Democrats, the result was acquiesced 
in by the Democrats without any 
threat or efforts to intimidate. 


In 1850 Horatio Seymour was de- 


feated for Governor of New York by 
Washington Hunt by 262 majority, 
and again in- 1854 by My ion H. 
Clark by 309. Both patties waited 
for the official count patiently and 
quietly. Seymour and his Demo- 
cratic friends did not threaten kill- 
ing nor say that he should be seated 
even if the official count went against 
him.in 1879, Plaisted, Democratic can- 
didate for Governor in Maine, re- 
ceived 234 majority. The official 
count was necessary to decide, and 
it was James G. Elaine who said that 
if Plaisted received one more vote 
than Davis on the official return he 
should and would be given the office 
without question. 
There was no 


impudent declaration that he was 
not elected, and that if he should be 
shown to be elected he should not be 
seated. 


In none of these close election 


cases was the country disturbed by 
threats of murder, incendiarism and 
civil war. The election of 1884 now 
hangs upon the official vote of the 
State of New York. No one knows 
or can know who is elected until that 
vote is declared, and yet a week be- 
fore the Canvassing Boards meet so 
important a body as the National 
Democratic Committee appeals to

Great DeDt of Nature. 


From FriOwfe Dcflw. 


The alarming condition of Ospt. Dayid 


L Allen, at his home south of tbe city, 
near the old county bridge, was noted in 
the EMTBLIOAR last evening. He died 
at 7 o'cioek last night, w.the 79th year ot 
his age, attended by his fitted wife, his 
daughters and friends. The Captain was 
afflicted wilb a senile diarrnoea, and BO 
severe and frequent were tbe attacks that 
for weeks he had been confined to hia 
bed. 


The deceased was the oldest resident 


of Deoatur township, having located in 
this city as early as 1828, before theooua- 
ty was organized. He wag ateo one of the 
oldeit residjentH o! the county. He WM 
born in Loudon county, Virginia, in 1806, 
and removed thence to Kentucky and 
Tennessee, coming to Deoatur from the 
latter state with a drove of sheep in 1828. 
Two years later, in 1830, he wag united in 
marriage to Julia E Bead, sister of 
the lute Dr. T. H. Bead. She survives 
her husband, though at present she is in 
a feeble condition. ID bis lifetime Oapt, 
Alien owned considerable land in this 
and Piatt counties, and is said to have 
been worth at least i70,000. At an early 
day he entered aud secured the deed for 
80 acres of land in the center of Decatur, 
extending from the W abash railway along 
Water street south to a point below Wood 
street, and east to a point near the "Onion 
depot. 
Unfortunate investments and 


other causes placed him in straightened 
circumstances in his declining years. 


He and Dr. Bead built the old Maffit 


mill and dam, both of which have disap- 
peared long since, and at one time Mr. 
Allen was the owner of the oU lime kiln 
near the Willow Ford. 


In hia prosperous yean Capt. Allen, 


who was an official and active member of 
the Baptist Society, gave generously to 
the church, presenting it the old building 
lot where the Beeser store now stands, at 
the corner of William and Water streets. 
He also presented the Deeatur school 
fund a lot on which the J. W, Haworth 
block was lately erected, and he gave his 
share of the Park to the city. These and 
other contributions should keep green the 
memory of the departed in the minds of 
our people. In all his long life he was a 
consistent member of the Baptist church, 
and he loved his church ua be did his 
home. In his dealings with men and in 
his conversation he was qmet and firm.

teresting to chat 
with the Gup tain 


and hear him tell of the early days ot 
Deoatur, how the town developed, and 
how the people got along wheu the houses 
were miles apart and visitors few »ud Tar 
between. Though nearly 80 years of age, 
of lahe years he visited the city almost 
daily in his road cart and was as eager to 
learn the news of city, county, state or 
National importadoe as an active business 
man or politician of 30. He waa aeon - 
stunt reader of the RBPUBLICIAN, and never 
failed to get his paper regularly. 


During the past 15 years he has resided 


on his picturesque home place south of 
the Sangamon river, where he employed 
his time m raising fine strawberries and 
other fruits, besides managing a famous 


He'leaves a widow and two unmarried 


daughters. His relatives are Samuel 0. 
Allen and Mrs. Dr.Bead, of Deeatnr.and 
Robert and Lemuel Allen, of Pekin, 111.
